Tore ot uss we ook 
pack, the’ gospel of

T spent a part of the 
winter of 1910 in tho 
Higher Alpe, at a litle 
Potel at the foot of a 
flacier, and in the midst 
‘Sr MALL CAINE, C34. GF the’ deep snows. Ono 
afiernoon T saw, in the listenmg sunshine, 
thre ot four sighs ploughing their way 
through the snow-rute to the half-buried gate of 
four house, The alcighs contained a pumber of 
the ruler and royalties of what we then called 
the Central They ‘had aleighed 
‘over from a neighbouring winter resort of 
Tnshionable people and were to go back after ten 

‘A slight acquaintands with ane of the group 
led to my being asked to join tho party, and 
gning downstairs 1 found them in the timbered 
Fall before & crackling wood fire, sitting, like 
onlinary country folk, about @ big pino tea- 
table.

Good’ Conductors.

Some sub- 
stances are good conductors and others are bad 
fonea, and amongst the. good anes may be in 
tladed metals and water, ‘The sap which is the 
life blood of a tree is also a wood condctor of 
electricity.
